Rudyard Kipling arrived In Victoria 
yesterday morning. This is an event, 
for it is IS years since Victoria has 
entertained a mon who has 
done more than any living Britisher 
to awaken his countrymen to a sense 
of their responsibilities as well as 
their privileges. He has been honored 
by being called hard name's by all the 
enemies of tho British empire; lie has 
been abused at times by Britishers 
who .should know better, but the crea- 
tor of "The Recessional," tho bard 
who sang of "The While Man's Bur- 
den," is the one man whose genius | 
has cast, a ray of understanding light! 
upon the work o£ the pioneers of the 
empire, the men who frequently bear 
more than their share of the burden 
that their fellows may enjoy the priv- 
ileges. 

of Rudyard Kipling as poet andl 
author it were painting the lily to 
speak. His position is unassailable 
and unassalled. But as a great Eng- 
llshman whose Insight into the hidden 
springs of action has won him the ear 
of the English speaking race, his ar- 
rival in the westernmost colonies -is* 
of mora than ordinary interest. He 
will see and lie will understand.

This is not. Mr. Kipling's first visit 
to Victoria. He was hero IS years, 
ago, when he was not yet famous. At' 
that time, indeed, he was not widely- 
known outside of India, where he was 
not as popular as a leaser man might 
have been. A great journalist before 
ha was a great author, ho sometimes 
was thought to know too much, and 
he was never afraid to write of what 
ho knew, Where public interest de- 
manded it. Today thoso critic* 'fire 
submerged in the wave of universal 
approval or grunt unnoticed in jome 
half-pay retreat, while Mir. 'Kipling 
comes hero as the apostle of the high- 
est imperial spirit, a spirit that does 
not shirk and is not afraid on occa- 
sion to work without hope of present 
reward. 

.Mr. and Mrs. Rudyard Kipling ar- 
rived yesterday on the Charmer and 
fatigued by tho long journey and tho 
many calls it entails upon people in 
the public eye, they repaired imme- 
diately to the Oak Bay hotel, where 
tho Colonist reporter found him. The 
scenic beauties of Victoria were evi- 
dently uppermost in his mind, for In 
response to a question as to Ids move- 
ments, Mr. Kipling said: 

"I am going to take a motor drive 
to see tho beauties of the place. But 
I really don't see why I should move 
away from here. In Victoria it is a 
waste of time to look for beauty. It 
Is always with you. We came here by 
tho beach road. I don't think I ever 
saw anything more striking. Here a 
bit of South Africa, here a glimpse of 
tho beauty spots ilii Massachusetts, 
here a Swiss reminder, and yet every- 
thing so thoroughly and characteris- 
tically Victorian." 

He evinced interest in Mount Baker, 
whose snow clad peak was distinctly 
to be seen across tho straits, and 
seemed disappointed to learn that un- 
like Table mountain, near Capetown, 
where a mantle of clouds portends 
rain, Mount Baker was content to be 
merely beautiful when it condescends 

to bo visible. ,

New York, Oct. S. — From statements 
culled from ledgers and books found 
In the offices of the Standard till com- 
pany, Frank 1!. Kellogg, counsel for 
the United Stales government, suc- 
ceeded in placing on today's record ofl 
the federal proceedings against the oilj 
combine the process and stages] 
through which tho combine passed in 
its changes from the Standard OH 
trust to the present Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey. Out of a mass of 
figures developed in a voluminous 
mass from the company's books, and 
from testimony given by Clarence Cr. 
Fay, assistant auditor of tho Standard, 
called as a witness today, the govern- 
ment's counsel says lie believes ho has 
proved tho federal allegation that the 
Standard is an illegal corporation; 
that by devious devices it has main- 
tained its entirety, and that it is un- 
der the same ownership as when it 
was formed. 

Mr. Kellogg says he is of the opin- 
ion that notwithstanding that the gov- 
ernment was unable to discover the 
transfers and stock ledgers of the 
liquidating trust, the evidence ad- 
duced today shows that the so-called 
oil trust only affected to dissolve un- 
der the order of the Ohio courts in 
1S02, and that its direction is still held 
by thoso who had to do witli the for- 
mation of tho Standard Oil trust. 

Statements submitted today stated 
In brief that at the inception of the 
Standard Oil trust in 1SS2 there was 
$70,000,000 in trust certificates issued 
for stocks of various companies which 
entered the combine In the trust period 
from 1SS2 to 1S92. A stock dividend of 
Sin, 000, 000 was declared, and this, 
with other stocks issued for plant pur- 
chases, brought the total capitaliza- 
tion of the Ktandarrl_up to $07,250,000. 
As a result of n decision of the su- 
preme court of Ohio forbidding the 
trustees from voting the trust certif- 
icates, there was a resolution passed 
directing that the trust be dissolved. 

Mr. Fay read the statement in tho 
record today showing that tho day 
following the passage of that resolu- 
tion 64 companies were consolidated 
with the Standard oil Company of 
New Jersey and 10 other subsidiaries 
of the trust. On November .to. 1S02, 
the witness read from statements, 
there were 494,619 trust certificates 
presented for cancellation, and to the 
holders were given their pro rata 
shares in the 20 subsidiary companies 
which then made up the trust. 

There were also offered for cancel- 
lation, two months later, some 30,000 
trust certificates. There was a lapse 
of over four years before any certifi- 
cates wore presented for cancelation. 

Mr. Kellogg sought to show that 
thoso who held control of the trust, 
with tho exception of a few friends, 
wore the only ones who liquidated their 
trust certificates, and that by liquida- 
ting only a. majority of tho total cer- 
tificates outstanding, which they own- 
ed, they continued their direction of 
tho trust by voting a majority of the 
stock In the subsidiary companies. He 
also tried to show that those who liqui- 
dated their trust certificates and took 
the stocks of the subsidiary companies 
were John D. Rockefeller. William 
Rockefeller, H. M. Flagler, Beni. Brew- 
ster, J. B. Archbold, H. II.

The stocks of these 20 corpora- 
tions they divided Into parts equal to 
the number of trust certificates out- 
standing, and It appeared by the ex- 
hibit that on November 30, 1892, a

Deadly Infernal Machines Sent 
Through the Mail by a 



Denver, Colo., Oct. S. — Governor 
Henry A. Buchtell, David II. Moffatt, 
president of tho First National bank 
of Denver, and Chas. 14. Kuuntze, 
presidenl of the Colorado National 
bank, received through the mails to- 
day infernal machines containing suf- 
ficient dynamite to have caused great 
destruction of lives .and property, had 
tli.-y been exploded. Fortunately 
warning had been given to the re- 
cipients of the of the machines, be- 
fore they wore received, by Chief of 
Police Michael Delaney, who had 
wrested a confession from Kemp Big- 
elow, by whom they were mailed. 

Blgelow lias confessed that ho had 
also mailed Infernal machines to Law- 
rence C. Phipps and Edward Chase, 
but these were not delivered today. 

The machines received by Moffatt 
and Kountze were turned over to the 
police department. The one sent to 
Governor Buchtell was received by the 
governor's private secretary, Alfred C. 
Montgomery, who removed the wrap- 
per, disclosing a box with a sliding 
cover. His suspicions were aroused 
and lie reported the matter to Gov- 
ernor Buchtell, who then Informed 
him thai be had been warned by the 
chief of police to be on the lookout 
for an infernal machine. 

Adjutant General Kelly and officers 
of the polie,. department were called 
in and the box was carefully opened 
by them in such a manner as to avoid 
exploding its contents. It was found 
to contain two sticks of dynamite, lo 
which wet-.- attached fuses ami caps, 
and which were packed black powder. 
The sliding top was lined with sand 
paper, and matches bad been placed 
win-re their heads came in contact 
with the sandpaper, so they wot\d 
have been lighted if the box was 
opened in tin.- maimer intended, thus 
causing an explosion of the dynamite. 
The other infernal machines were 
counterparts of this one. Blgelow gave 
no satisfactory explanation of his mo- 
tive for sending the machines, and 
seemed to have no other purpose than 
to cause a. sensat lorfc 

Blgelow, who is 21 years old, ar- 
rived in Denver several weeks ago and 
secured a position in a. book and sta- 
tionery store. Ho said lie was the son 
of C. L. Bifrelow, superintendent of 
schools in Bryan, Ohio. 

on Sunday night Blgelow notified 
'be police department thai he had 
overheard two men talking about a 
plot to kill Ed. Chase, Governor Buch- 
tell and other prominent citizens, and 
that Chase's residence was to' he 
blown up that night. A search in the 
vicinity of the Chase residence re- 
sulted in the discovery of a package 
containing 34 stick's of dynamite. Blg- 
elow's story was regarded with sus- 
picion, and he was placed under ar- 
rest on Monday night. Today he con- 
fessed that lie had put the dynamite 
near Mr. Chase's house, where it was 
found and that he had sent several 
infernal machines by mall. Had this 
confession not been obtained in time 
to give warning, those who opened the 
boxes containing the dynamite would 
undoubtedly have been killed. 



Cholera In Tokio. 

Tokio, Oct. 8.— The cholera out- 
break is getting alarming in propor- 
tions in Tokio. Nineteen new cases 
have been reported recently. The 
municipality has Issued urgent, in- 
structions regarding the means to be 
employed lo prevent the spread and 
caution the populace or their danger.

Stole Large Quantities of 
Church Treasures and 
Sold Them 



COPE OF 0RTH INCLUDED 



Many Priests and Prominent 
Antiquaries Said to Be 
Implicated 



Paris, Oct. S. — A great sensation has 
been caused by the remarkable con- 
fession of Antono Thomas, of Cler- 
mont Forrand, who was arrested with 
his mother and his brother charged 
with complicity in the theft of the fa- 
mous cope of Orth, which belonged to 
the state and was valued at $120,000, 
from the church of Arobazac, near 
Limoges. 

Thomas, who gave himself up to 
clear his mother and brother, declared 
that after the passage of the church 
and state separation law, and the tak- 
ing of the church inventories began, 
antiquaries of Paris, some of whom 
aro millionaires, hired him and others 
to go through tho country and bribe 
the parish priests to surrender the rel- 
ics and substitute counterfeits, which 
could be later turned over to the state. 

He said this plan of operation con- 
tinued for months, but as many of tho 
most valuable church treasures could 
not bo counterfeited, ho finally went 
boldly Into the business of wholesale 
burglary. 

Thomas says ho sold tho cope of 
Orth to an antiquary of London for 
$10,000. He further declares that tho 
antiquaries of Paris got rid of their 
plunder in England and America, and 
announces his intention to make a 
clean breast of it and expose his ac- 
complices, who have abandoned him. 

Another phase of the case is the dis- 
covery of letters at. the Thomas resi- 
dence indicating that they had been 
engaged In tho performance of illegal 
operations upon society women. 

Thomas apparently was a respect- 
able cooper in Clermont Ferrand, and 
the arrest of his mother and brother 
caused a flurry of 1 excitement in tho 
old town. 

The dramatic fashion in which 
Thomas surrendered himself reads liko 
the story of a "Rafilos" in real life. 
While the-det.ectives ' were searching 
London and Paris for him Ant'one 
Thomas quietly returned to Clermont- 
Ferrand disguised in a cloak and hood. 
He visited the local cafes, and listen- 
ed to his neighbors talk about his dis- 
appearance. Later lie disguised him- 
self as a workingman, and went boldly 
to his own shop, where he saw the po- 
lice searching the premises. On Mon- 
day he wrote to a local newspaper an- 
nouncing his return and saying ho 
would give himself up the next day. 
Thereupon the police redoubled their 
efforts to find tho man, but wltliout 
success. Yesterday, to their stupe- 
faction, ho walked inlo the police sta- 
tion, f 

When the examining magistrate ar- 
rested him on the scene Thomas said 
to him: "The head of the firm of 
Thomas ,t Co., whom the peoplo of 
Clermont-Ferrand have considered a 
merchant above suspicion, is a male- 
factor and thief of the lowest type. 
But 1 did not come here to avow my 
sins, which concern me alone; neither 
am I driven by remorse. 1 came to 
save my innocent mother and brother 
and a Madrid woman whom I love, and 
who is compromised by the seizure of 
certain correspondence." 

Thomas then proceeded to relato 
how he was first approached in tho 
matter of these thofts in tho Masonic, 
lodge, of which he was a member. Ho 
began his work by purchasing relig- 
ious treasures and replacing them with 
imitations. He finally resorted to 
downright theft, and made use of a 
kit of burglars' tools to force his way 
Into churches. Ho gave a list of the 
priests with whom ho claims to have 
had dealings, but withheld the names 
of dealers in antiquities who received 
Ihe stolen goods. 

Among Thomas' effects in the pos- 
session of the police aro some books 
describing the masterpieces of relig- 
ious .art, together with many yellow 
backed novels, such as tho "History 
of Vidocq, King of Thieves." Thomas 
declares that on his travels he found 
other men engaged in similar work, 
and this Indicates that the systematic 
plundering of churches bad been or- 
ganized on an extensive scale. 

Even stained glass windows have 
been taken out and replaced with an 
Inferior article, while the substitutions 
of imitations for priceless bronzes, 
Ivories, paintings and tapestries have 
been innumerable. It is believed that 
almost all of the treasures were sold 
in England or America. A thorough 
investigation is being conducted bero, 
and it is firmly believed that so mo an- 
tiquaries of International reputation 
am Implicated. 

.VI. Samary, a well-known antiquary 
of Paris, said today there was in ex- 
istence a giant syndicate of art thieves 
engaged in robbing churches and mu- 
seums fill over Europe. All the spoils, 
he said, were sold lo American collec- 
tors, who paid such high prices that 
the risk was well worth while.

The report from the committee on 
legislation was considered and refer- 
red to the forthcoming quarterly 
meeting of the board for action. The 
report follows: 

Sept. 30th, 1907. 
President and Members, Victoria Brit- 
ish Columbia Board of Trade: 
Gentlemen,— We. the undersigned, 
beg to report having considered the 
following matters and to recommend 
as follows: 

Small Debt Court— That It la de- 
sirable that the attorney-general of 
the province be requested to consider 
the introduction of legislation at tic- 
next -session of the house (a) to In- 
craese the amount recoverable in the 
small debts court from $100 to SJ00; 
(b) to provide that actions for dam- 
ages to a like amount be also recov- 
erable In the same court and (c) that 
discretionary powers be .given to the 
magistrate to award costs on a sliding 
scale and further to give judgment by 
default. These alterations to the jiros- 
ent act to apply only to cities to be 
named by the lieutenant governor In 
council. 

Official Assignee — That the honor- 
able the attorney-general of the prov- 
ince be requested to consider the in- 
troduction of legislation at the next 
session of the house providing for the 
appointment of official assignees (as 
In Manitoba) for the province, one in 
the city of Victoria, to whom all 
Vancouver island assignments shall bo 
made; and another In the city of Van- 
couver to whom all mainland assign -

Fire Insurance Rates 
Mr. Paulino thon Introduced a sub- 
ject which ho described as being a 
matter of tho greatest importance both 
to tho business community and to the 
property owners, namely that of the 
recent Increase of fire insurance rates 
In the down town districts. Two lire 
Insurance agents were present who ex- 
plained to tho council some of the 
reasons why this increase had been 
made contrary to tho wishes of the 
local board of fire underwriters, rea- 
sons which are understood to have in- 
cluded alleged lack of sufficient water 
pressure and up-to-date fire lighting 
apparatus.

W. Patterson and J. J. Shallcross. 
Harbor Facilities 
It was at this stage of the proceed- 
ings that the question of additional 
harbor facilities was brought up by 
President Pauline, who stated that it 
was not so much that there were lack- 
ing facilities Cor the present require- 
ments of tlie shipping as thai the 
needs of the future required to be con- 
sidered In good time. lie went on to 
! congratulate R. P. Rlthet on the en- 
read terprise which be had shown in pro- 
'Mviding the excellent accommodation for 
shipping now existing at the outer 
wharf, but in view of the rapidly de- 
veloping trade and trie increased size 
as well as the larger numbers of 
steamers now beginning to frequent 
this port, he thought it Well that the 
board should consider whether the I 
accommodations to be provided at this 
port should be left to any Indlvldaul 
and whether the time had not arrived 
prepare a well devised and thor- j 
11 the j 

conditions likely to arise for some time 
to come. These requirements would 
not be limited to additional wharves 
and warehouses, but increased facilities 
Northwest I for repairing ships would be required 
'which would include the construction 
of a new and larger <lry dock. 

Another Important improvement bad- 
ly needed in this connection was a 
breakwater from Holland point to 
Brotchle's ledge, and the president di- 
rected the attention of the board to 
the fact that government assistance 
would probably be required for this. 
He added that when the time was 
considered that it usually took in such 
eases to move the powers that he, and 
if to this were added the 'time required 
for completing such a scheme, it would 
readily be conceded that a start should 
be made at once. This view commend- 
ed Itself to the council and It was 
agreed that the matter should betaken 
ui) at the next meeting of the board.

a week, J. C. Westaway, alias .). K. 
Waters, alias .1. Knowles, a smooth In- 
dividual from Uncle Sam's domain, lit- 
erally crawled when confronted by 
the local police. 

Confessing that his pretentions to 
the ownership of fabulously rich plat- 
inum mines in the South Pacific were 
fakes, the man of many aliases 
ited to depart from the city. His 
conversation witii the police authori- 
ties was hut a brief one, but it did not 
take him an instant to recognize that 
he was strictly up against it, and the 
next boat carried him away from Vic- 
toria. 

Within the past month there ap- 
peared in this city on advertismont to 
tin- effect thul tie- owner of a platinum 
mine, situated, as the advertisement 
vaguely stated "on an island in the 
Pacific ocean owned by the United 
States" was looking or agents to han- 
dle the rich mineral wealth of the 
Island. Those contemplating taking 
th<' agency were required to put up 
$1,000, thus obtaining an interest in 
the property and becoming tlie agent 
in Victoria. Prospectuses found on 
Westaway or Waters stated that "I 
will not tell you the nana- of the island 
but if you desire to take this up and 
show me that you mean business I 
will take you Into my confidence and 
show you my lea.se and a chart id' the 
island. This is a. sale investment and 
will yield at the very hast $4,000 a 
mouth, and will last fur fully two years 
at least. Agents' Incomes will never 
less than $100 a month." 
'o those who answered his adver- 
tisement, and there were several resi- 
dent in Victoria, Wostt 
stated in his communl 
possessed a lease of 1 
"island in the Pacific 
lease had twenty-one months to run 
and be declared that he had consider- 
able quantities of platinum which ran 
10% ounces to the ton and sold at 
$22.50 an ounce. 

The advertisement came (o the at- 
tention of the polico and shortly the 
names of several of those who had ans- 
wered it were obtained. Westaway or 
Waters had stated to his Intended vic- 
tims that he would soon be In Vic- 
toria, and asked that his mail be ad- 
dressed, in some instances to the office 
of tlie paper in which bis advertise- 
ment had appeared, sometimes to the 
general delivery and also to tin- i '. 1'. 
H. offices. The police kept a close? 
lookout on all three places but with- 
out any sue, -ess, but finally located 
their man at one of the city hotels, 
not, however, before he bad changed 
his place of abode several limes. 

Even after locating their man the 
polico were chary about apprehending 
him as there was no charge against 
him. When confronted by Sergt. Pal- 
mer and Detective Perdue, Westaway 
at first expressed extreme annoyance 
and was highly indignant that a tier- 
son of his standing in the financial 
world and well known to many Vic- 
torians should he so treated.

able to tell the name of the man 
who bought it. 

A visit to Mrs. Waters, for that was 
tlii' name under which in- married her, 
elicited tin- Information that she had 
met her husband but a few days pre- 
vious to his apprehension by tho po- 
lice, that apparently dazzled by his 
tales of wealth and his ardent wooing 
she had consented to be his, and the 
wedding was solemnized here scleral, 
local people whose acquaintance 
"Waters" had made, being present at 
the ceremony.

John B. Babcock, provincial fisheries' 
commissioner lias returned to the city, 
from a prolonged tour of inspection 
of the upper Fraser, and the other 
fisheries of the mainland. Air. Bab- 
cock does not conceal his conviction 
that the Eraser is failing as a producer 
of salmon. It Is just in line with his 
predictions of the past four or live 
years. 

"Two features with regard to the 
salmon run this year stand out prom- 
inently," he remarked when questioned 
with regard to the number of salmon 
which reached the spawning grounds 
"Tho rim of sockeye salmon was very 
small and the run of humpbacks very 
large. The failure of the sockeye to 
run abundantly was not a surprise 
(.1 many of those Interested. Some of 
tli'' packers prepared to handle a 
larger pad; than that ot last year, .but 
tho great majority were cotitentcd witli 
preparations to handle less. One well 
known manager on the Fraser told ma 
last April thai his company w mid pre- 
pare to handle more (lsh than they did 
in 1906, and that lie expected the -run 
to lie considerably more than in that 
year. When asked upon what he 
based his expectation, ".i<- said, 'I have 
just a hunch; that's all. i know that 
you report that there were not enough 
fish 011 the spawning beds four years 
ago to produce a good run, and that 
almost every man engaged in the sal- 
man business is preparing for a very 
light season this year. Nevertheless I 
look for a better run and we will pre- 
pare for it.' 

"A prominent cannery owner ami 
manager on Paget sound stated that 
he was convinced taut til 
year would be better than 
IB06. He gavo as his reas> 
belief that there was a 1 
1899. He was convinced 
that the salmon ran in eyel 
years instead of four. 

"I asked last month the man first 
quoted what he thought of his pre- 
diction in view of tae returns, lie ad- 
mitted that he was wrong and that 
while a "hunch' might be of use In 
some other game where the gambling 
element was greater, it was no use 
in tlie cannery business. Instead of 
lining his cans with sockeye, lie had 
tilled them with humpback. 

"Tho failure In the run of the sock- 
eye in tho Fraser, river this year is 
ene nf the hardest blows tho salmon 
canning business has ever had. It not 
only means a loss this year to every- 
one engaged in the business, canner 
and fisherman alike, but it also fore- 
tells light runs and additional losses 
for tho future. 

Falling Off On Fraser 

"The Eraser from having been tho 
greatest salmon producing river of 
the world lias fallen to third place 
among the salmon producing rivers of 
this province alone. For tho first thno 
In the history of the salmon canning 
business in British Columbia the pack 
of sockeye salmon on the Fraser this 
year is exceeded by that on both 
Rivers inlet nnd the Skeenn river. Mot 
thai the packs at the former points 
have increased this year, for several 
limes they have been greater than in 
Ibis year, but the pack on the Fraser 
lias so decreased. 

"The decrease on the Fraser has 
been so continuous for a number of 
years that it was not a surprise to 
close observers that the run this sea- 
son was a failure. I naturally point 
with considerable pride to the reports 
of the last four years of the provin- 
ial fisheries' department. 
"I should have taken more pleasur 
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filing of those reports had I 
le to have stated to those In- 
thai the industry was in a 
healthy state— that the spawning beds 
ami the hatcheries of the Fraser were 
well stocked. I would far rather lie

That these 
conditions warranted tho deductions 
which were made from them would 
appear to he confirmed by tho runs of 
the lust three years.

A Poor Outlook. 
"I am just down from the spawning 
grounds. The number of sockeye 
which reached tho beds this year was 
sO small us to give no promise of a 
profitable run four years hence. Al- 
ways providing that the run to the 
Eraser waters should depend upon the 
seed deposited there In tho preceding 
fourth year, as appears to now be fully 
demonstrated. 

"The Stuart Lake Indians are fac- 
ing starvation because of tho failure 
of the salmon to run in their streams. 
The same cry conies from Hie Chilco- 
lin Indians 'Halo salmon chaso.' Only 
a few hundred sockeye entered Ques- 
ncl lake this season. None reached 
tho Horsefly, the North Shuswap and 
Adams, and Seton and Anderson lakes 
were almost as poor. The Shuswap 
hatchery collected less than half a mil- 
lion sockeye eggs from the streams of 
that lake. The Indians In the canyon 
above Yale and from thero up, took 
no sockeye this year, but for the great 
run of humpbacks the Indians along 
the Eraser would have had no fish at 
all. Fortunately the Indians along the 
Lower Fraser and the Thompson rivers 
do not depend upon fish for food. The 
sockeye run to the hear, waters . ' .lie 
Harrlson-Llllooet lake section •..■as 
good, though apparently very much 
less than that of last season. The 
hatchery there was filled with tho 
eggs of sockeye, upwards of thirty 
millions having been taken. The Shu- 
swap and Bon Accord hatcheries will 
probably be stocked with eggs shipped 
from there. It's too early to judge of 
the run to .Morris creek, the source of 
supply of the great hatchery at Har- 
rison lake. 

Humpback Plentiful. 
"At Seton lake they have Iwenty 
odd million, and are still collecting. 
Most of tlie eggs were taken from 
the humpbacks. The run of sockeye 
to Seton lake this year was many 
times less than that of last year. Tho 
cohoe and the spring salmon, together 
With a few late sockeye, are entering 
the weirs there, and we hope to get a 
million or so of their eggs. This Is 
the first year we have propaga 
humpbacks, but tho numbers packed 
this year, and the prices received for 
them warrants doing so. 

"Tlie humpback salmon run of this 
year Is remarkable. It is tlie real sur- 
prise of the season. It Is generally 
recognized that the humpbacks run 
every alternate year. That has been 
the ease for a good many years. There 
was a very heavy run to tlie Eraser In 
1905. There was a poor run In 1903. 
There was no run in 1904 or 190(1. Now 
the question naturally arises, does 
the humpbacks mature in twu or in 
four years'.' There certainly was a 
poor run of humpbacks to tho Eraser 
in 1003. There was not the seed to 
produce such a run as that of this 
year cast on the spawning beds of the 
Eraser that season. The humpback 
runs to all the streams tributary to 
Paget sound. Great , numbers run to 
all the coast streams. If the streams In 
the state of Washington and tho coast 
were well seeded In ■ 11)03 it has not 
Jieen recorded. If ; : tho humpbacks 
confined its spawning. jo .the Eraser, 
as the sockeye does," wo would be bet- 
ter able to answer- the question. With 
the limited Information at hand, no 
one can say whether the humpbacks 
111:1 tare in two or four years. 

"Every stream tributary t.> the 
Fraser below Bridge river, and all the 
streams tributary to the Thompson | 
south of Shuswap lake were crowded 
With spawning humpbacks this year. 
There was an abundant crop of their 
eggs sown this year, so that either 
two or four years hence there will la 
another big run. As tlie canners have 
found a market for them, they will 
hereafter figure more largely in the 
pack. The canners In the state id' 
Washington put up many thousands 
of cases this year. They even came 
over onto the Fraser and purchased 
cans in order to handle the catch. 

"1 have come down to attend the 
final session of the British Columbia 
fisheries commission. Mr. Campbell 
Sweeney lias returned and the entire 
commission will meet in this city on 
tile lath. A few days' sittings should 
wind matters up. and place the final 
report in the hands of the commis- 
sion."

In Dr. Tolmlo you have 
one who does much to advance the in- 
terests of the fair, lie Is obliging nnd 
courteous, and is Indefatlglble in his 
efforts to make (lie exhibition a suc- 
cess. In Mr. George Snngster you 
have an Ideal manager of the stock 
department, and no better, In our es- 
timation, could be secured if the coun- 
try was gone over with a rake. Dur- 
ing the fair ho has been in attend- 
ance morning', noon and night, and 
only those who have attempted it can 
realize the difficulties lie meets with. 
Wo desire to thank Dr. Tolmle and 
Mr. Sangster for the assistance they 
have given us and hope that next year 
will see them still with you. In con- 
clusion we desire to express our ap- 
preciation at tlie action of the com- 
mittee in securing tlie assistance of 
such proficient judges as have acted 
this year. Mr. Tabor. Mr. Guardhouse 
and Mr. Kydd have done much to in- 
stall a kind feeling in our hearts, and 
we only hope yon have such an ob- 
liging set of Judges next year and in 
years to come. In many cases they 
have gone out of their way to give us 
information as will tend to Improve 
our stock; hut not only this; they are 
halo fellows well met. and are anx- 
ious to do their share towards mak- 
ing the exhibition a success, In con- 
clusion, we ilesiro to congratulate you 
■on (the brilliant 'success you havfe 
made of the exhibition of 1907 and 
only hope that the fair of 1 DOS will be 
as successful.

THE LABOR PROBLEM 

rtov. Dr. E. D. McLaren, General 
Secretary of Memo Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church, was rocently on 
the Pacific Coast, nn<l on his return to 
Toronto tokl the Globe of that city 
about some of his observations in re- 
gard to the labor .situation here. The 
conclusion reached by him Is that the 
West greatly needs labor, and he 
thinks it is the duty of the government 
to give its attention to some plan 
whereby men can be secured tram 
Northern Europe. If they cannot be 
pot In that quarter, he thinks we must 
look to Asia "through the guarded 
door." lie says that he found practi- 
cally no sentiment In the West In fa- 
vor of unrestricted Immigration of 
Orientals, and concludes that "the 
ethnic, objection to the absolutely open 
door holds pood." Without expressly 
saying so Dr. McLaren conveys th • 
impression that ho would not bo un- 
favorable to permitting Oriental Immi- 
gration up to a certain point, but he Is 
not sufficiently clear in the expression 
of his views to enable anyone to say 
Just where he thinks the line nhoulJ 
bo drawn In that respect. 

Our own view is that Europe, and 
especially the United Kingdom, is the 
source to which we ought to look for 
the supply of labor. There can hardly 
be any intelligent man in British Co- 
lumbia, who was resident here before 
the imposition of the $500 head tax 
on Chinese, who did not realize that 
there would he a shortage of unskilled 
labor, just as soon as the Influx of 
Chinese was stopped. If any did not 
recognize this fact, it was because they 
did not give the matter sufficient 
thought. We had none too many un- 
skilled workmen when Chinese came 
in by the ship load, and whore it was 
expected wo would get a supply, when 
the bars were put up against i lie Ori- 
ent, was a matter upon which so far as 
we know very few people troubled 
themselves to express an opinion. Of 
all the pernicious notions, which fast- 
en themselves upon men's minds, one 
of the most mischievous is that there 
Is any special virtue in a statute, un- 
less it is backed up by public action. 
Wo shut the Chinamen out, because 
we said that wo did not want coolie 
competition, but as yet we have made 
no earnest effort to get any other kind 
of labor in its stead. Until we have 
done so and failed, It will be prema- 
ture to talk' about admitting Orientals 
through a "guarded door." We do not 
mean that Oriental.- ought not to In.' 
admitted at all. because there are cer- 
tain classes who have ami ought to 
have the free right to come ami go as 
they please. "What we do mean Is that 
in our humble judgment, It is not de- 
sirable to admit any unskilled work- 
men from tin- Orient, until we have 
diligently endeavored to .-.■cure them 
from Europe. If we nil up the ranks 
of unskilled labor with Orientals, and 
this is what those people mean who 
talis about restricted Immigration, or 
what Dr. McLaren calls "the guarded 
door," wo may as well dismiss all hope 
of securing any considerable number 
of unskilled laborers from Europe, and 
it is false political economy to have at 
the basis of society a coolie class 
which cannot ascend into the higher 
ranks of lubor. and into which men. 
who are unfortunate in other walks 
of life, will refuse for racial reasons 
to descend. 

Let us endeavor to gel the unskilled 
labor so much needed In this countrj 
first of all from the British Isles, where 
there must be tons of thousands of 
men, whoso services would be vain- I 
■able to British Columbia. If we can- 
not get the men we want there, let us 
see what can be done in the nations 
of northern Continental Bui-ppe. Let 
us exhaust every other expedient bo- 
fore turning to the Orient, lor the day 
we decide that our industrial fabric 
shall rest upon Oriental unskilled la- 
bor, we will take the first step towards 
the Orientalizing of British Columbia. 



We are without a full report of Mlk- 
kieson's observations, but from what 
Mr. Stol'fanson says It appears that ho 
was able to got as far north as ho 
intended and to take soundings along 
a line where he expected to find tho 
ocean becoming a shoal, as it would If 
a continental body of land was near 
at hand. But instead of the water 
becoming shoaler, It grew deeper, and, 
literally speaking, the bottom dropped 
out of the captain's theories. Groat 
interest will attach to the completo 
report of Mikkleson's observations. At 
present all he seems to have done Is 
to add an additional complication to 
the puzzle of the Far North. The 
things upon which he based his the- 
ories principally, for he did not lay 
very much .stress upon the reports of 
distant mountains, exist just as they 
did before he .set out on his journey, 
anil there must be some explanation 
for them. Until he suggested the 
existence of an Arctic continent, tho 
Impression among geographers was 
that the Arctic Ocean was very shal- 
low. It was thought that the contin- 
ental table bind, which slopes from 
tho Sierras of the southwestern states 
to the borders of the Arctic. Ocean, 
was prolonged for a long way further 
north. The observations of Mikkleson 
seem to show that (his is not the case, 
but that at a not very great distance 
from the continental const line, there 
is ;i sharp depression. If this proves 
to bo (lie case it will upset some of the 
conclusions of tin. geologists as to 
the gradual subsidence of the clrcum- 
polar region. We are speculating upon 
very incomplete information In mak- 
ing these observations, lor, after all, 
we only really know that where Mik- 
kleson expected to find bind be found 
deep water, much deeper than it is 
where till geographers thought* the 
greatest depth of the Polar Oceair was 
to be found. 



THE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 

In presenting the twenty-sixth .an- 
nual report of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company at the .annual meet- 
ing held at Montreal on the 3rd inst., 
Sir Thomas Shaughnessy made .some 
very interesting observations. The 
tone of the meeting is described as 
"decidedly optimistic" and certainly 
the remarks of the President were Well 
calculated to inspire rosy anticipa- 
tions. Speaking of the improvements 
made during the past year Sir Thomas 
said: 

You will have noticed by the state- 
ments included in the report that the 
works of Improvement on different 
sections of your system, necessary to 
facilitate the handling of your traffic, 
have been vigorously prosecuted and 
that the outlay tot additional cars and 
locomotives was particularly large. I 
may add that since the close of the 
fiscal year there has been no change 
in the policy of your directors with 
reference to these matters; indeed, 
unless the business of «ip country has 
a serious and prolonged setback and 
there are no present grounds for such 
an apprehension, circumstances will 
make it necessary to continue these 
expenditures year by year, but it may 
be on a somewhat reduced scale. 

He says that the wheat yield of 
Ontario was very satisfactory, al- 
though, owing to the lateness of the 
spring other crops were short. The 
marketable wheat crop of the Prairie 
region -will show a decrease of about I 
25 per cent., hut there will be a large 
increase in oats and other grains, so j 
that the farmers will receive quite as 
much for their produce as they did 
last year. In proof of the develop- 
ment of the country he points out that i 
while there was a great failing off in 
the wheat shipments In September a; 
compared with the same month last 
year the weekly earnings of the roai 
show no diminution and a. great rusl 
of grain is expected before the closi 
of navigation. In other words, li

Continent .and elsewhere, I might 
mention that when the books closed

ASK FOR FERRY 




Deputation From Colwood Dis- 
trict Waits Upon Premier 
McBride 



-- . ./Utation from Colwood, includ- 
ing Captain Gosse, G. Ileatherbetl and 
.J. Shaver, accompanied bv J. Jardino, 
M. P. P. for Esquimau; H. D. Holm- 
cken and Mr. Smith, manager of R. 
Ward & Co., waited on Premier Mc- 
Bride and the Hon. P. J. Fulton, chief 
commissioner of lands and works yes- 
terday by appointment, to consider the 
question of a ferry for passengers and 
teams across Esqulmalt harbor. It was 
pointed out that a ferry at this point 
would shorten the distance between 
Victoria and Colwaad by nearly five 
miles and would also open up a market 
for farmers' produce In the rapidly ad- 
vancing district of Victoria West. 
Such a ferry, It Is claimed, would he 
of great benefit to the farmers of 
Metehosin, Sooke and East Sooke as 
well as those from Otter Point and 
other parts of the district. Two hun- 
dred and fifty acres in the neighbor- 
hood arc now being platted and will 
be offered in five and ten acre blocks 
for fruit growing. Tbe operation of a 
ferry, it Is claimed, will give a great 
Impetus to fruit growing and market 
gardening In the district. 

A petition signed by 350 people ask- 
ing that the provincial government 
take some action In the matter was 
received by the provincial authorities. 

The deputation was most courteously 
received and given a hearing by the 
premier and chief commissioner, who 
promised to look- Into the matter. It 
i ' probable that several members of 
the deputation will accompany the 
premier to view the seem 1 of the pro- 
posed ferry. The only obstacle In the 
way of the proposal is whether such 
a ferry would receive a revenue suffi- 
cient to warrant its establishment.

The players are all from Vancou- 
ver and just how long present engage- 
ment will last Is problematical. It all 
depends on the receipts, as Chung 
Sing Wung naively admitted last even- 
ing. The company consists of twenty- 
two males and live females. 

The drama at present being produc- 
ed has an unpronouncable and un- 
spellablo Oriental name and Chung 
Sing Wung is authority for the state- 
ment that it lias no English interpre- 
tation. The play presented last night 
was a sort of comedy and to judge 
from the interest manifested by tho 
audience It was a success in this re- 
spect, though to the Occidentals in the 
audience, and there were quite a few 
of them, the humor was apparently 
very subtle and beyond their compre- 
hension. A Chinese drama Is a sort 
of a historical romance and continues 
for an Indefinite period, an act being 
presented nightly. The performance 
commences at 7 o'clock- and lasts till 
midnight, but the audience do not, 
coming and going as they please. 

No scenery is used and tho stage is 
entirely hare with the .exception of the 
place for the orchiistra, which occu- 
pies a prominent' position at the back 
of tho stage, and a fow chairs and 
tables.

fraudulently convert the same to his 
own use and did thus sieal Ihe said 
sum of money. Arthur Wheeler, who 
is manager of a mine near Field, 
pleaded not guilty to the charge, and 
Ills counsel, Harold Robinson, pressed 
for an immediate hearing. An ad- 
journment, however, was granted till 
Friday, to permit or a material wit- 
ness for the prosecution being brought 
from Vancouver, the accused in the 
meantime being let out. on $ii,000 bail. 

John C. Ross, who hails from Seat- 
tle,, and has of late been mining in tho 
Tanana, was originally a Victorian, 
and the dependent is well known here. 
Mr. Ross states that about a year ago, 
Wheeler met him In Seattle and in- 
duced him to put. $4,000 into a mining 
machinery manufacturing Dlanl in 
Victoria. He also states that he after- 
wards came to Victoria and not being 
able to find any such plant, came to 
the conclusion that he had been bun- 
coed, and has since been trying to get 
satisfaction. Ho further alleges that 
the money in question went into 
Wheeler's pocket. The nature of the 
defense has not been disclosed, ex- 
cept for a strenuous denial that Mr. 
Wheeler has misappropriated any 
funds Intrusted to him. Frank Hig- 
gins Is prosecuting.

On Monday evening last a small au- 
dience gathered In the beautiful hall in 
the Colwood district, when W. J. Kydd 
addressed tho people present on the 
subject of horse-breeding, and Miss 
Laura Rose, of the dairy department 
at tho Ontario Agricultural college, 
followed with an excellent dissertation 
on "The Cow and the Care of Milk and 
Cream." The efforts of both speakers 
were admirable, and it is to be re- 
gretted that, the meeting had not been 
bettor advertised and attended, but 
in spite of the slender attendance, 
tho enthuaslam of the speakers and 
the earnestness with which they threw 
themselves into the subject, showed 
how thoroughly they had tho cause of 
their respective branches of agricul- 
ture at heart. 

Mr. Kydd began with the statement 
that of all the branches of agriculture 
in Canada, horse-breeding had been 
the most neglected, and ho strongly 
urged his hearers to increase their in- 
terest in the raising of the heavy 
draught horse, pointing out that it 
was, of all the farm stock, the first to 
earn its feed, and that small blemishes 
were less apt to militate against a 
ready and profitable sale of this class 
of animals as compared to roadsters 
and saddle horses. Tho good heavy 
draught farm horse did not require so 
long a period of training as the "fancy 
article." The speaker then wont on 
to enumerate the three breeds of 
draught horses from which tiie farmer 
could draw ids stock, Cyldsdales, 
Shires and Suffolk Punches, and al- 
luded to the remarkably line specimen 
of tho latter class which had been 
exhibited at the New Westminster 
show. Mr. Kydd went on to expound 
tho good points to be observed in 
buying new stock of this class, and 
followed with a most interesting sur- 
vey of all — important question of 
"shoeing," and Incldently touched up- 
on a question which the writer would 
fain see the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruellty to Animals take a 
lively Interest In, namely, the desir- 
ability of having some certificate of 
efficiency from the men who undertake 
to either make or mar the usefulness 
of the horse by shoeing. 

If the human family have suffered 
many things from the ignorance of the 
shoemaker as to the anatomy of the 
human foot in days gone by, what 
do our equine friends ■suffer at. the 
hands of Ignorant Bhoelngsmlths? The 
speaker pointed out, by means of a 
large diagram, used by way of illus- 
tration, what nature had intended 
when endowdng the horse with a frog 
or cushion to break the jar, on deli- 
cate tendons, and easily damaged 
cartllige. lie showed the construction 
of tiie horse's foot, shorn of tho hoof, 
and deprecated the ruthless slashing 
of tho frog and adjacent parts. From 
the subject of tho hoof and Its treat- 
ment, ho passed to the value of the 
flat-legged, as compared to the round- 
legged animal, to the difficulty of 
treating ring-bone and kindred dis- 
eases, from this ho branched off to 
the cause.* of dental trouble with the 
horse, Its curious method of mastica- 
tion, and similar topics. 

Miss Rose, who followed, is already 
well known to many British Colum- 
bians, and after several witty and 
amusing observations, in which she 
combated the statement of Mr. Kydd 
that the horse was tin- animal who 
should be considered tho best friend of 
the farmer, she proceeded by aid of a 
capital illustration of a bovine beauty, 
to lunch forth upon the subject of the 
cow, its good and bad points, its treat- 
ment and its anatnomtcal construction. 
The writer had heard of the skill with 
which Miss Rose is wont to handle 
the many subjects upon which she is 
qualified to speak, hut It was with 
something a little short of wonder that 
she listened to one of the most lucid 
and yet, modestly delivered lectures, 
which it has ever been her privilege to 
hear. A touch of poetical feeling was 
wrapped about tho most prosaic de- 
tails, more perhaps by Inflection of 
voice and gentleness of gesture, than 
by any phrasing or attempt to depart 
from absolute and explicit facts. A 
rare treat was missed by those who 
are Interested in natural history who 
weer not present at the meeting. 

Dr. Tolmle, tin- head of the Veterin- 
ary department In the federal depart- 
ment of agriculture, followed the two 
speakers of the evening, and after a 
little interval devoted to social chat 
and refreshments, the proceedings 
ended.

How few hard working women 
realize that in performing their duties 
as wives and mothers in ordering their 
homes — very quietly and unostenta- 
tiously it may be — they are doing their 
part toward empire building. The 
morn of ablllt; 1 and intelligence tho 
more of purity and refinement, the 
more love and zeal they can put into 
that work the greater will' be the fu- 
ture of the Canadian people. 

Last evening the late glow in the 
sunset sky and the delightful mildness 
of the air made ono long for an eve- 
ning walk. In looking about for a 
destination the big red building at the 
top of Cook street awoke old memo- 
ries of one friend passed Into the Oreat 
Beyond and another In a home across 
the ocean. It was decided to lake a 
stroll toward the Protestant Orphanage 
anil see how the children were spend- 
ing this beautiful evening. The, noise 
of merry laughter and the sight of lit- 
tle boys so deep In some romping game 
that they did not notice the approach 
of a stranger .sounded a note of happi- 
ness that subsequent observation fully 
confirmed. There Is very little of the 
spirit of the institution to be seen or 
felt about the place. Mrs. Kayo, .the 
matron, gave no sign that it was 
rather an inconvenient hour to call, 
nor any hint that after having had an 
especially busy day as the result of 
the monthly meeting, of the Ladles" 
Committee sho was unusually weary. 
After a few minutes pleasant chat, 
during which it was learned that the 
evening meal was over, the baby was 
brought in. Such a bonny wee girlie, 
some sixteen months old, who has 
never known the want of mother's love 
and tender care, though her own poor 
mother ended a life of suffering more 
than a year ago. A visit to the kitchen 
and dining room showed that some of 
the girls were busy tidying up after 
supper. Here the cook and assistant 

atron were still busy. Forty- three 
sturdy boys and girls make a great 
deal of work no matter how well 
things may be managed. In a great 
box in the pantry were the twenty 
large, crisp, brown loaves of home- 
made bread, which would furnish the 
next day's supply, as baking Is done 
only live times each week. The shelves 
.•ere loaded with jams and preserved 
fruit to be ready for the time when 
the apples, plums anil pears will be all 
gone. It. was learned hen- that two 
cows and a hundred hens are kept at 
the orphanage and thai the children 
enjoy on Sunday a treat of home- 
made butter, a luxury they keenly ap- 
preciated. From the' kitchen to the 
laundry is but a step. Her.- there are 
tubs for hot nnd cold water and other 
conveniences much needed. as the 
washing is ;i very large part of the 
work to be done at the home. 

A peei) I" 1 " the schoolroom— or 
rather study— for all the children at- 
tend the public school— showed some 
of the boss and girls already at work 
though the bell that called them from 
play bad not set sounded. One little 
fellow bad snatched a few moments 
to look at a picture book while two 
others were poring over their gram- 
mar lesson. In another room where 
she could study her lessons in quiet 
was a little girl preparing for the 
Christmas High School examination. 
She had missed her chance of writing 
at midsummer on account. of the 
measles. 

As a rule children leave the Or- 
phanage when they are able to earn 
their Using and urn not kept as 
formerly to assist with the harder 
work. This makes the control of the 
children a much easier matter. Tho 
girls and boys often return to their 
old home to spend holidays with their 
relatives or friends who still remain 
there nnd to meet the matron again. 
The dormitories with their rows of 
White beds were shown. In one of 
the beds there was a little fellow who 
had been obliged to lie still for tho 
day on account of some slight ailment. 
He had evidently quite recovered and 
the matron gave one of the older girls 
directions about making him more 
comfortable. 

The jilles of underwear showed how 
much work there is for the mother of 
this big family to look after and the 
baskets of stockings presented an ap- 
palling assortment of holes of all sorts 
and sizes. 

Asked about the conduct of tho 
children, the matron had nothing but. 
good to say of them. Their little 



acts of naughtiness did not seem to 
be taken seriously and their loving 
dispositions and willingness to render 
assistance, are .sources of much satis- 
faction to their matron. 

Airs. Kaye spoke very warmly of 
the generosity of Victoria people say- 
ing she had never seen anything like 
it elsewhere. Gifts of fruit, vegeta- 
bles, (lour and groceries furnish a 
great part of t'.io food necessary for 
the nourishment of the children while 
supplies of fuel and clothing add to 
their comfort. After a very pleasant 
hour the walk along the shaded road 
svas made pleasant by the thought that 
the little ones whose lot in life might 
have, been very dark were by the kind- 
ness of Rood people being led into 
paths of future usefulness.

Detroit and Chicago 
Twelve Innings to a 
Draw 



Chicago, Oct. 8. — Detail and Chica- 
go; leaders or the American and Nu- 
tionel leagues respectively, played 
twelve strenuous innings to a tie hero 
today In the flrst game of the series for 
the baseball championship of the 
world. Tiie score was L' all. The eon- 
test was replete with sensational situ- 
ations and when Umpire O'Day of the 
National league called the play off on 
account of darkness most of the 24.(177 
spectators sighed with relief and went 
home well satisfied with the outcome. 

Overall and Donovan wen' the op- 
posing pitchers, but the former was 
taken out when Chicago had tied the 
score in the ninth Inning and had men 
on bases, waiting to score the winning 
runs. Moran was sent into bat for 
him, but before the latter had time 
to deliver the needed hit Hvcrs tried to 
steal home and was out by a narrow 
margin, retiring the side. Reulbach 
finished the game and for three innings 
retired Detroit's heavy hitters without 
the semblance of a hit. The work of 
all tho pitchers was first class, but 
Donovan had a shade on his rivals in 
that he struck out twelve of the oppos- 
ing batsmen. His second base on balls 
was costly, but with good support he 
would have won his game. The con- 
test was watched by an immense 
crowd. Close to 24,500 persons crowd- 
ed into the park, the enlarged stands 
being packed to their capacity, while 
a thin fringe of enthusiasts occupied 
standing room In deep centre Held. 

Whatever ground rules may have 
been, formulated were not in evidence, 
as none of tho nineteen hits went out- 
side the playing space. Tho stands 
'were built close up to the foul line and 
' all around the field, except In deep 
right field, where the space was left 
open, ('apt. Chance of Chicago having 
been fearful lest Detroit's star bats- 
man should drive the ball into the 
seats In that section. As it turned out 
\. only one hit went in that direction, 
Sand it fell far short of the barrier. 
'~ The game was called at ii. 8!) o'clock, 
but for four hours before that time a 
long line of would-be spectators were 
boseiging the gates and good natured- 
ly .struggling to be first to bo through 
the turnstiles so as to secure points 
of vantage. It was an extremely good 
natured crowd, remarkable for Its 
spirit of fair play and courtesy and the 
half hundred police had no trouble at 
all in keeping it within bounds. When 
play, staled the ..spectators die. the field 
seats were' unable to see over the hats 
of tho persons In front, whereupon 
men and women alike removed their 
hats and tied handkerchiefs about 
their cars. With this slight covering 
thoy sat through two and a half hours 
of baseball and a breeze thai was at 
times chilly. 

The game itself was evenly contest- 
ed. Both teams broke under fire. Chi- 
cago mixing two of its errors with two 
hits in the eighth inning when Detroit 
scored till three of its runs, while tho 
visitors returned the compliment in 
the next inning, allowing Chicago to 
tio the score. Capt. Cpughlin's error 
came in this round and was costly. 
With runners on first and second he 
let an easy grounder from Evers' bat 
get away from him, idling the bases. 
After that two runs came across the 
pan on a passed ball, Schmidt failing 
to hold Howard's third strike. While 
this was going on Overall retired from 
the game and the visitors went to bat 
in the extra inning. They had to face 
Roulbach's delivery in the growing 
darkness. The tall pitcher was in rare 
form, having good control, and against 
his curves and shoots such batsmen 
as Schaeffer, Crawford and Cobb were 
helpless. 

The game ,vas scheduled to start at 
2:30 o'clock, but nearly 10 minutes 
were consumed while Cobb, Detroit's 
rightflelder, was presented with a huge 
medal set with diamonds as a re- 
ward for leading the American league 
for batting in the s,. a so n just closed

IN DEADLY FIGHT 



Crew of Cruiser Mutinies and 
.Another Warship Subdues 
Malcontents 



Two large liners were in port yes- 
terday, the Blue Funnel liner Titan, 
Captain Day, from Liverpool, via. tiie 
Orient, and the Boston liner Tremont, 
Captain Garlich, from Manila, via. 
China and Japan. The steamer Tar- 
tar, which left a day in advance of 
the two steamers, is expected to reach 
port today. The Titan called lo land 
thirty-five Japanese, and proceeded to 
Tacoma, arrangement being made for 
the liner to return here Saturday to 
discharge 700 tons of local freight, 
mostly from (lie United Kingdom. She 
has 4,000 tons for Sound ports and 
1,000 tons for Vancouver. During the 
voyage the fourth steward. C. Rice, 
died of heat apoplexy while the 
steamer was steaming through the 
Red Sea. 

The Tremont, which, followed the 
Blue Funnel liner brought, 0,000 tons 
of hemp, tea, matting, gunnies, rice 
and general cargo, including 2Gi> tons 
of general Japanese and Chinese mer- 
chandise landed here. She brought 
forty- two saloon, nineteen interme- 
diate and 304 steerage passengers. Of 
the latter twenty-eight were Chinese, 
of whom fivo were landed here. There 
were also 113 Japanse landed here. 
The passengers included J. M. Rey- 
nolds, United States Congressman, 
who has been investigating Philippine 
Island conditions, and his daughter; 
Capt. R. Jr. King, of the United States 
ordnance corpse, who has been super- 
intending fortification works In the 
Philippines, whither large guns were 
recently taken by the British steamer 
Indradi to increase the strength of the 
defenses; Mrs. King, Major Eben 
Smith, linked States general army 
staff; Capt. S. B. Butler, U. S. M. C, 
from Olongampo, wife and child; Mrs. 
TO. K. Cole and son, family of Major 
Cole, U. S. M. C: Miss Peters, Rev. 
and Mrs. R. H. Brown, Presbyterian 
Board of Missions; C. A. Henner, D. 
B. Walker. Captain and Mrs. J. Jf. 
Palmer and infant, Mrs. C. W. Mead 
and child, Mrs. A. S. Wadsworth, Mrs. 
Allan, Mrs. B. E, McDaniel, Mrs. E. 
B. Adams, Mrs. Knight. Lieutenant 
and Mrs. Butcher and baby, U. S. A., 
and Mrs. W. K. Mortland. Those came 
from the Philippines. 

Among the arrivals from China and 
Japan were Rev. Roseburg Yaughu.;-, 
who has been for three years In the 
Hokkaido, North Japan; A. G. Beldlng, 
who has been studying economic con- 
ditions in Japan; A. J. do Souza, a 
merchant from Macao, and others. 

Both steamers encountered heavy 
weather, but rode it without incident.

The steamer Maude, which has been 
landing lumber and supplies at Pa- 
chena and establishing three surf life- 
boats at Clo-oose, Banfield and Uclue- 
let, returned yesterday morning and 
further details were learned regard- 
ing the fatal accident, already briefly 
reported, which occurred during the 
trip. William llolness, the drowned 
seaman, and James Isbister of Esqui- 
mau, who is engaged) at work on the 
west coast trail, were in a small boat 
belonging to the Maude engaged in 
towing a raft of lumber ashore to the 
eastward of Pachena, The surf was 
heavy, and when the boat neared the 
.shore, the two men were unable to 
bring it around to the sea with the 
rati in tow. Isbister .attempted to 
cut tin.' raft loose, but could not, and 
the boat was overturned, llolness dis- 
appeared at once, and was not seen 
again; nor was Ids body recovered. 
Isbister came up inside the upturned 
boaL and catching his breath there 
from the air caught under the over- 
turned craft he dived and swam out. 
Then he made his way to the over- 
turned boat and clambered onto it. 
James Doran and Thomas Young, both 
of Esquimau, saw the accident and at 
once put out with a small double-end- 
ed dinghy from the shore. They 
picked up Isbister, but could find no 
trace of Holness. The overturned boat 
afterward drifted ashore and broke 
up. 

A larger boat, which contained Mr. 
ftlacdonald, superintendent of the 
work on the trail, his wife and three 
children, and six others, as well as 
much of their effects, was caught In 
the heavy surf at the same time, and | 
an accident which would have hail 
even worse results was narrowly 
averted. Of the five oars In the boat 
three were broken by the force of the 
combers which beat against the boat, 
and much water was taken inboard. 
Some of the effects being taken ashore 
were thrown overboard to lighten the 
boat, and for a time it was feared 
that an accident would occur. The 
boat's crew reached shore in safety, 
however. 

William llolness, the drowned man. 
lived in a cabin in this city with 
a companion. He was formerly ir. the 
navy and when ids time expired at 
Esquimalt when ""serving on II.

The steamer Tremont, which arrived 
yesterday afternoon from the Orient, 
brought news of lighting with loss of 
life between two Russian cruisers, the 
Olga and Jemchug, in the North Pa- 
cific, the Olga being in the hands ol 
mutineers. This vessel was engaged 
in patrolling the sealing grounds off 
Copper island when the crew mutined. 

The Jemchug, which was one of the 
squadron of Rojestventsky which es- 
caped after the battle of Tsushima, was 
sent on Sept. it from Vladivostok to 
quell the mutiny. The vessels tired on 
each other and many were killed or 
injured, but the details are being kept 
secret by the Russian authorities at 
Vladivostok. Revolutionists are al- 
leged to be responsible for the burn- 
ing of seven river gunboats destroyed 
by lire in quarters on the Amur, the 
losses entailed being estimated at over 
a million roubles. The vessels were 
moored by each other. 

The cause of the disaster which re- 
sulted in the loss of II lives on the 
Japanese battleship Katorl was due to 
a fresh shell being placed in one of 
the turret guns while part of the old 
discharge was smouldering In the 
breech. The gun crew was competing 
with those of the Kashlma and To- 
klwa. 

The Tremont also brought news of 
a severe shock of earthquake at Yo- 
koharha on Sept. 22, the day before her 
departure, causing considerable minor 
damage in Yokohama 'and Toklo. 

An arrangement 'lias been entered 
into by Japanese silk oxportlng firms 
to boycott foreign silk merchants and 
carry on direct export of their wares.

New v,,rk, Oct. 8.— Fluctuations in 
prices of stocks were quite wide tojday 
and the purposes of the professional 
traders wei'e thus better s.-ryed than 
in the lethargic market which lias 
prevailed for several clays. The 
drawback was (eat the fluctuations 
became rather feverish and erratic 
making ;l difficult even for the room' 
traders to lake advantage of the op- 
portunities. The dealings offered 
nothing of significance outside this 
narrow professional area. 

Evidently there had been built up 
speculative accounts of some volume 

on the- assumption thai there was to 

he an extra dividend on Northern Pa- 
cific and a ratlfer precipitate decline 
followed the announcement that only 
the regular dividend had been declar- 
ed. Reports of an extra didlvend have 
been heard ever since the Bmitngton 
dividend was increased, owing to the 
benefit accruing to the Northern Paci- 
fic treasury from thai Increase.

The steamer Titan which reached 
port yesterday morning brought news 
of atrocities by Japanese troops (lur- 
ing the suppression of the rebellion in 
South Korea. Tho methods adopted 
it would appear havo abounded in the 
worst attributes of warfare, the strug- 
gle having developed Into war without 
mercy on the part of both Japanese 
and Koreans. The Korean Daily News 
published at Seoul says the Korean 
insurgents have copied the examples 
of the Japanese soldiers and arc burn- 
ing houses and killing non-combatants 
Including women and children. 

Koreans who have arrived at Seoul 
from Chhung Chhong Do report that 
for a distance of seventy li, Japanese 
troops have burned to the ground 
every village and every house. The 
desolation is appalling. Nothing is left 
but straw and smoking ruins. The 
Japanese garrisoned at different cities 
are living on the country, and thou- 
sands of non-combatants have been 
robbed and rendered homeless. 

The Insurgents burned tho entire 
walled city of t'hin Tchun. When 
they attacked the 'ilaee tho towns- 
people lied, and the Japanese garrison 
of llfty took flight toward Au Song, 
after losing eight killed. A party of 
reinforcements was ambuscaded and 
massacred, none •escaping. The revo- 
lutionists are armed mostly with ohl- 
fashlonod rifles and are short of am- 
munition. 

The Korean Daily News of Seoul 
referring to other atrocities by Jap- 
anese soldiers in Korea says: 

"On Sunday afternoon last (Sept. 7) 
two Korean ex-soldiers were shot by 
Japanese troops outside the west gate 
of the city of Su Wen. Tho officer in 
charge then drew his .sword and going 
up to the two poor wretches who were 
dying, plunged it into their stomachs, 
almost disembowelling them. 

"The act has caused great excite- 
ment and rage In tho city and as a re- 
sult, when four more men wore led out 
to be shot on Sunday, all Koreans were 
forbidden to approach within a quar- 
ter of a mile of Ihe place of execu- 
tion. Japanese civilians were, however, 
allowed to be present. 

"At i'ongsan on Saturday evening, 
a Korean and his wife, the latter with, 
a baby tied to her back, were quietly 
walking .along the high road near Ihe 
Japanese barracks when a Japanese 
soldier, without any reason, fired 'at 
them. 

"Tho bullet struck the woman in the 
side, killing her instantly. The baby's 
lingers cm one hand were blown to 
pieces. 

"in wild despair, the husband rushed 
to the barracks and poured out the 
tragic tala to the officer. He was list- 
ed to and then offered a small sum of 
money as compensation. On his re- 
fusing, be was driven out into tho road. 
No information can bo obtained as lo 
whether the murderer has been pun- 
ished or not, but It is safe to assume 
that no notice lias been taken of his 
act. 

"In the peaceful little village of Cha- 
Ma-Chang, just a few miles from the 
east gate of Seoul, the Japanese sol- 
diers on their way to I-Chun and 
Chang Chu, have caused considerable 
trouble. They are compelling the lo- 
cal farmers to act as their coolies and 
on refusal, seize them by force and 
carry Ihem away. Tho women have 
also been assaulted and the w hole vil- 
lage is In a state of terror. 

"The farmers argue very logically 
that 11 is unfair lo expect them to act 
as baggage coolies to Japanese; soldiers. 
They reason that as good Korean pa- 
triots it is unreasonable to expect them 
to carry ammunition that will be used 
to shoot down their follow country- 
men; as if they do, they are likely lo 
bo attacked ami tired upon by other 
Koreans. That no wages arc paid for 
their services; that they are not coolies 
but are respectable farmers; and that 
it is a busy li.no just now in the fields 
and the crops cannot be neglected. 
Those reasons would appear convin- 
cing to most; hut have no effect on the 
officers, 

"(in tho coronation day. several men 
were seized and marched .off with 
heavily laden jfggics at the point of 
the bayonet. Ponies are being com- 
mandoered in all directions whilst no 
payment is offered for anything that 
is taken, Tho majority of the villagers 
have lied lo the mountains. 

"If Ihe latter incidents happen within 
a few miles of Seoul, one is tempted 
to ask what is going on far out in the 
country."
